L.B.-I enjoy your delta loop modeling efforts. They raise the general 
technical level of the group and are educational. Keep these antenna 
modeling efforts coming. 


I have a few comments on your multiband loop efforts. I suggest that a 30 M 
loop is more useful than a 40M one for multiband use. It will have 
reasonable feedpoint impedence at 40M and still be reasonably efficient. On 
20M it is a wavelength and half loop with reasonable feedpoint and low 
angle radiation. On 17M it is still below 2 wavelengths and has a 
reasonable radiation pattern-at least this is what my simple modeling 
showed. It can be difficult to feed on this band though (more about that 
later). It suffers from extensive pattern breakup above 20 MHz though and 
another antenna should be used if low angle operation is desired. 


The antenna can be fed as is on 80 M with poor results due to the high 
input impedence, but it is preferred to feed it as a vertical by tieing the 
feeder ends together and feeding it against a counterpoise or ground as a 
vertical, or feeding one side of the feeder and grounding the other side. 
This second feed method makes a folded monopole, raising the radiation 
resistance and increasing efficiency slightly. 


The antenna can work on 160M too, I feed one side of the feeder against 
ground or counterpoise as a quarter wavelength vertical (Marconi). This is 
not too efficient, but allows me to get on the band and is easy to feed 
(primarily due to large losses I suspect). Most 160M antennas are not too 
efficient so it is not as much of a compromise as one would think. 


The 30M loop is best fed with 5M of feed line. This gives 40 M of wire in 
the antenna and feedline. This will work best (gives close to a resistive 
feedpoint) for the conventional bands, 160, 40, 80, 20. It will also load 
well on 15 and 10, but with appreciable high angle radiation. Another 2.5M 


or so of feedline will give a reasonable feedpoint on 30 M with 45M (1 1/2 
wavelengths of wire in the antenna/feedline, and another 2 to 2.5M added to 
that for a total of 50M (3 wavelengths) in the antenna feedline system 

will give a reasonable feedpoint on 17 (and 12, but again the pattern is 
not optimized for low angle radiation. 


The above antenna can be supplemented with a 15M or 17M loop for (17M), 15, 
12, and 10 M operation. This could also be fed as a vertical on the lower 
bands.

Had some time to play with eznec myself last pm..... rather than listen to 
noise on 30 m! (sorry chuck) 

I wanted to compare my current 40 meter delta loop (apex 60 feet) to a 
sloping diamond configuration. Slpe towards the US of A. I decided that a 
80 loop would end up being too low for my location once I looked at 
supports. 


So, apex fed at 60 feet, bottom at 20 feet, average ht about 45 or 43 
feet. Pretty much looks like comparable inverted vees and dipoles at same 
height and pretty close to standard vertical for low angle stuff to for 
40m. Not much difference on 30. As the freq goes up however I do get a 
increase in gain in the direction of the slope. About 4 db and a bit on 
10 m. This strikes me as the way to go for MY situation. That is, 
contesting QRP style in the Qrp contests and an antenna for USA during 
CQWW and SS. I will keept the shunt loaded tower for 80 and 160 and the 
K6STI loop and DCTL 300 ohm machine for low noice reception. 

The 20 meter monobander for another year, then something with more bands, 
that rotates. 


Now, for a REALLY hot topic of discussion: Should your (and mine) next 
directional antenna have traps, linear loading, or lots of thin monoband 
elements (force 12), or be a log periodic? The latter is to heavy for my 
tower and out of the question. I just sold my trapped cushcraft A3 so I 


guess you know my opinion is at least partially made up!!!! 

For the newbies the issues are: trap losses (how much)?, compromize 
Spacing (some people say a small trapped yagi has f/b without real gain 
over a dipole at same height); and finally, acutal real gain of any 
yagi..... if you think 3 elements on a 14 foot boom for 20 meters get you 
the 8 db gain over the dipole that the cataloge says it does, I have some 
ocean front property in the rocky mountains forsale that you need to buy!

Hey Gang, 


Moving back to Texas from Iowa through floods, high winds and hail slowed 
my work on the MXM40 just a little bit. Remember, I started this project 
back in February. Finding my desk at work after a five month absence 
didn't help much either. 


Nevertheless, I wired the transmitter mixer circuit and put a frequency 
counter on the output and it was right on. NO problems. I then proceeded 
to wire the buffer, driver and final PA circuit, hooked up a dummy load and 
looked for the signal on my old Heathkit HW101. Nothing, nowhere, nohow. 
Got out the trusty magnifying glass and found a solder bridge, fixed it and 
checked again. The signal popped right up and I tweaked the transformer to 
peak the signal. I had to fiddle with a variable cap to align the 
transmitted signal with the incoming receive signal and not having any test 
equipment just got as close as I could by listening to the audio on another 
receiver and matched the two...not an easy task for someone who is 
frequently asked not to sing in church because I'm tone deaf. 


I hooked up my delta loop and heard KJ7UD calling CQ. I gave him a call 
and he came right back and gave me a 459 through a lot of static crashes. 
Al was running 150 watts into a vertical in Snowflake, AZ and I gave hima 
589, a really great signal. Signals were fading up and down and he 
eventually lost me so we didn't really complete the QSO, but it was still a 
tremendous high to make that first contact. Having run a crystal 
controlled transmitter for almost three years, you can't believe how 


exciting QRP operation is when you can move around the band. 


So, in spite of limited test equipment -- a frequency counter, an Autek 
antenna analyzer used as a RF signal generator and another receiver -- I 
got a double conversion superhet receiver aligned and the transmitter 
working. I continue to marvel at the selectivity of the receiver. I 
almost never hear two signals at the same time. Just single signals 
sitting out there all alone. The audio is a little muffled, I assume from 
all the filtering and it doesn't sound as brassy as other receivers, but 
the signals are very easy to copy and I've learned how to tune this 
exceedingly sharp receiver. The tuning range covers about 120KHz in eight 
turns and it takes about two turns to go from 7.026 to 7.060, my usual 
listening range. It took awhile to get used the fact that there is "space" 
between the signals where I don't hear anything. I sometimes think that 
there isn't much activity on the band because I'm not hearing two or three 
signals on top of each other, but after tuning around I realize I am 
actually hearing lots of different signals -- one at a time. 


Even with very high QRN, I can copy the signals with little effort. The 
static crashes come through as a low level rumble in the background and the 
Signals are way above the QRN. I can't wait until the thunderstorms clear 
Texas and conditions improve. 


All in all, this has been a great building project and I recommend the 
transceiver highly. It is first rate. I have no financial interest in 
MXM, but wish Bruce Williams the best cuz he designed one heck of a rig.

Thanks to Dave Gauding for his article in the January 95 QRP Quarterly 
wherein he described the RWV, a very effective, easy to assemble and easy to 
erect antenna. I use RWV's quite often in the parks around my place and on 
the beach down the street and in my back yard. It takes about 5 minutes to 
have this antenna fully operational. 


For those of you who missed the article I suggest you get a copy of the QQ 
and check it out on page 10. Several of the guys in the Grand Strand QRP 
Society have built this antenna. The aluminum tubing is available from Texas 
Towers and costs less than $50 including freight (Texas to SC). Throw a few 
radials on the ground and you've got a nice quartel wave vertical on 40 
meters. You can use the RWV without radials, the way Dave describes it in the 
article, and load it on any band with the little MFJ random wire tuner. 


I had the good fortune to meet with Dave last month while visiting my family 
in St.louis. Dave's working on a new "miniloop" and we had the opportunity to 
compare the miniloop with the RWV in a local park (Saturday evening during 
the Dayton hamfest weekend). We used my TAC-1 and worked several stations 
including W1IFMR, Jim in his hotel room in Dayton. Signals sounded almost as 
good with the miniloop but we got better reports from the RWV. 


Last Saturday our QRP Society used two RWV's in the park in Conway, SC. I got 
to the park about 15 minutes ahead of everyone else and I had both antennas 
ready to use in about than 10 minutes. Both worked great, one on 30 and the 
other on 40.

Temperature has a big effect on almost any similar type of vfo, 
so if you have been soldering around the VFO then give it at 
least an hour to get back to normal before measuring drift. 
I put a freq counter on the vfo and after I'd soldered, waited 
until the freq stopped drifting down.I noted the frequency , 
then switched the rig off for a couple of hours.When the rig was 
turned on again, the new frequency readout showed how much drift 
would occur.

By the way, the 
temperature is almost constant in the room. No soldering was made before 
and after the frequency measured. 


I like to leave the rig (and counter unit) at least 45 minutes before 
any kind of adjusment into the VFO unit, and preventing the natural 
little drift from a cold start. But the drift measured is so high at this 
moment that I plan to change C52 for another NPO cap (a friend suggested 
a polystrene NPO cap), and perhaps another one around the tunning oscillator.

Hi Gang, 


It is interesting to note in Jim Duffy's post on multibanding a delta cut for 
30M instead of 40M that the feeding of 17M is difficult. I have found that my 
delta which is cut for 40M will not load on 17M. I have tried 3 different 
antenna tuners and cannot make the MFJ SWR analyzer happy. Best SWR is about 
3.6:1. This is more than I care to risk with my HW-9. After all, it has brand 
new finals. Also, the SWR peak is super narrow. A few kcs off the 3.6:1 point 
sends the SWR sky high. I have thought that maybe adding/subracting a few 
feet of antenna wire would help and Jim's analysis seems to confirm this. 


I just might try shortening my loop to about XXX' from 142' to get 17M to 
play. I would just hate to lose 20M in the process, even though the 2 
wavelenghts on 20 is not so good. Ideally I would like 40/30/20/17 to play 
well. 17M would be a plus. folks tell me it is a great qrp band. 


Well, since my broken pelvis still isn't healed yet I geuss I will resist the 
urge to play with the antenna just yet!
